| that there were periſhed diuers 
men,and the moſt part of the Veſlels of the 114/ar 
Fleet, being loaden with wedges of filuer belon- 
ging to the Merchants, but ſome ſhips haue ſaued 
rhemſclues in a certaine Port, Of the other Fleet 
we hauenocertainty. 

The new Vice-roy of Naples, namely the Duke 
of Alba is arriued at PuJFola, and the late Vice- 
roy went the 22. ofthis Moneth with 2.

Oday it is eight daies paſt that the Am- 
baſſadors of the Elefor of Saxony baue 
made their propoſition, wherein was deman- 
ded the reftoring (vnto the Proteſtants)of their 
forbidden and | fa Churches, . and aſſurance 
of the liberty and free exerciſe of Religion. 
They related moreouer, that his Highneſle 

was enformed or aduiſed, thar his Imperiall- 
Maieſty would take the EleRorall dignity from 
the Prince Palatine, and: beſtow tt vpon a 
Roman Catholike Prince, but that hee ( their 
Maſter) could not beleeue that his Maieftie 
would doe anything againſtthe Conſtitutions 
or Starutes and Ordinances of the: Empire.
